Was Accomplished by Them. 


We have received a private letter from 


an officer in Sherman's army, who has un- 
usually good means of information, in re- 
gard to tlie heroic defense of Allatoona, in 
which Wisconsin troops performed tho 
most prominent part. Tho only ' guns in 
the fort defending tho town were those of 
the 12th Wisconsin battery, under com- 
mand of Lieut. Ainsdon, us wo believe. 
Our informant writes: "Poor Amsdeu 
fought liko a hero, although it was almost 
certain death to servo the guns in tho mis- 
erable fortifications in which they at last 
hold tho rebels at bay." 


The 18th Wisconsin infantry were dis- 


tinguished by tho steadiness and bravery 
with which they withstood the robel at- 
tack. They fought like tigers, although 
many of them had served out their time. 
Gon. Sherman, in speaking of tho conduct 
of our Wisconsin boys in tho dofenso of 
the place, said ho " nad no better troops 
in his army than the Wisconsin soldiers," 
and that " ho always depended on them 
in tho trying times," a high compliment 
from tho tnciUmi Sherman, and ono rich- 
ly merited. 


Tho importance to us of holding Alla- 


toona, at tho time of the -rebel attack, can 
not bo over-estimated. Had not Hood 
been foiled through tho unflinching brav- 
ery and hard fighting of our Wisconsin 
boys, Allatoona, with a million and a half 
of rations, eight thousand head of cattle, 
and an abundance of other stores, would 
have fallen into his hands, and he would 
havo gained a position from which ho 
could have probably compelled the evacu- 
ation of Atlanta by Shormnn. 


From this sad and immeasurable disas- 


ter, we wore saved by tho heroic dofens 
made by the 12th Battery and our 18th 
regiment. 
A nation's thanks are due to 


them.—Milwaukee Sentinel.
